J. V'. FEIT'Z, Homicide and Eobbery Bureau , Dallas Bolice 
Department. OSWALD was advised of the identity of SA 
JAkUS V« . BOOEHCUT, and his capacity as a Special Agsnt 
of the Federal Bureau of Investigation. He was informed 
of his right to an attorney, that any statement he night 
mice could be used against him in a court of lav/, and 
that any statement which he might make must be frea and 
voluntary. He furnished.^the following information in^ 
the presence of T. J . -1* Bl-lr? , U. S. Secrc-t Service; DAVID 
5. GRANT, Secret Service; ROBERT I. NASH, United States 
Marshall; and Detectives 3IL.LF L. 3ENUZL and FAT 
TURNER of the Ecmicida and Robbery Bureau, Dallas 
Police Department. 
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Following his departure from the Terras School 
Dsoositorv , he boarded a city bus to his residence 
and obtained transfer tipon departure from the bus. me 
stated that officers at* the time of arresting him took 
his transfer cut of his pocket. 

OSWALD advised that he had only cr.s post office 
box which was at Dallas, Texas. He denied bringing any 
-package to work on the morning of November 22-;' 1963. Ho 
st- ted that he was not in the orocess of fixing up his 
apartment and he denied telling WESLE? FRAZIER that tfco 
purpose of his visit to Irving, Texas, on the night of 
November 21 , 1963 , was to obtain seme curtain rods frem 
RES. RUTH PAINTS. 

CSYaALD stated that it was not exactly true 
as recently stated by him that he rode a bus from his ^ 
clace cf employment to his residence on November 22, ioo3. 
He”sta ted actually he did board a city bus at his place 
of employment but that after about a block cr two, duo uo 
traffic congestion, he left the bus and' rode a city cab to 
his* apartment on North Backlsy. Ha recalled that at the time 
of getting into the cab, som&aAady looked in and asked the 
driver tcTcall her a cab. He stated that- he might have 
mad* some remarks to the cab driver merely for the purpose 
cf massing the time cf day at what time. He recalled that 
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n^s faro was approximately 35 cants. He stated that 
ofuer arriving at his apartment, he changed his shirt and 
.. ousers because they were dirty. He described his dirty 




in the lower drawer of his dresser". 
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OSWALD stated that on November 22, ISS3, he had ent;n 
lunch _n >-he lunch room at tns Texas School Bock Eenository , 
alone-, but recalled possibly two Negro employees walking ' 




whom he would b© able to recognize. Ke stated that his 
lunch had consisted of a cheese sandwich and an ancle which 
he had obtained at MSS. HUTH PAINS.'s residence in* Irving” 
Texas s upon his leaving for work that morning, 

oS’.'ALD stated tnat MRS. ?AII\Z receives no pay 
for keeping his wife and children at her residence. Es 
stated that their presence in MSS. PAINS’ s residence is 
a good arrangement for her because of her language 
interest , indicating that his wife speaks Russian and 
--II is interested in the Russian language. 
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OSWALD denied having kept a rifle in MRS. PAINS’S 
garage at Irving, Texas, but stated that he die have certain 
articles stored in her garage, consisting of two sea bags, 
a couple of suitcases, and several boxes of kitchen articles 
and also kept his clothes at MRS. PA IMS's residence. He stated 
that all of the articles in MRS. PAINS 's garage had been 
brought there about September, 1963, from New Orleans, 

Louisiana • 

OSWALD stated that he has had no visitors at his 
apartment on North Beckley. 

OSWALD stated that he has no receipts for purchase 
of any guns and has never ordered any guns and dees not own 
a rifle nor has he ever possessed a rifle. 



C37/AID denied that he is z member of the Communist 
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CST7ALD stated that he purchased a pistol, which 
was taker, off him by police officers November 22, 1963 , about 
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six months ago. Ha declined to state where ha had purchased 
it. 

OSWALD stated that hSL^ar rived about July , 1932, 
from USSR and was interviewed by tae F3I at Fort 'Jo rah , 
Texas. He stated that he felt ahoy overstepped their 
bounds and had used various tactics in interviewing him. 

He further complained that on interview of RUTH 
PAINS by the F3I regarding his wife, that he felt that his 
wife was intimidated. 

OSWALD stated that he desired to contact Attorney 
AST, Hew York City, indicating that AST was the attorney^ 
who had defended the Smith Act case about 1949 — 19o0. He 
stated that he does not know Attorney AST personally . 

Captain FRITZ advised OSWALD that arrangements would bo 
immediately made whereby he could call Attorney AST, 

OSWALD stated that prior to coning to Dallas 
frcn Hew Orleans he had resided at a furnished apartment 
_at_47CS Lngazine Street, Hew Orleans, Louisiana. While 
in Hew Orleans , he had been employed by Y/ILLIAH B. HILLY 
Company, £40 Lagazine Street, New Orleans. 

OSWALD stated that he has nothing against 
President JOHN F. KRNHZBY personally; however in view 
of the present charges against him, he did not desire to 
discuss this pfcs.se further. 

OSWALD stated that he not agree to take 

2 . uolveraph sxs 2 iin£.tiou v/ithout the ug-Vicg of counsel. 

He" added that in the past he has refused to take polygraph 
examinations . 

OSWALD stated that he is a member of the American 
Civil Liberties Union and added that HRS. RUTH PAIHF was 
also a member of same . 

With regard to Select ivs Service card in the 
-cssession of OSWALD bearing photograph of OSWALD and 
the name cf AL3H HALTS HIDSLL, OSWALD admitted than he 
carried this Selective Service card but declined to state 
that be wrote the signature of ALES J. HIBELL' 1 ' appearing 
cn same. He further declined to state the purpose of 
carrying same or any use he has made of same .
